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sstady virtually require that staff officers be both broadly larriiar 
with national security policy aad program s and expert In one r - rr 
of the sub-areas to be examined, such as informational nctiv-.f e • 
psychological warfare operations, economic warfare, etc, A h ie 
rank ia not important as compared to qualifications, it it, proA.sme 
that principal staff nominees wouid hold at least the rank of c< iom 
or captain in the armed forces or the equivalent civilian gra".e 

It is requested that those agencies which have not ooaa * > 
forward to this office by Wednesday 3 February the aainie oi tMii 
staff nominees, together with a brief resume of their experien e 
aad qualifications, so that Mr. Sprague may be in a betfcsi pomeUo. 
judge the need for additional competence in particular ar»;au ji . tc 
After the Committee has begun its work, it is possible that ag mci 
may be asked to nominate additional staff personnel or tc anr.i. I ii 
developing information required for particular aspects cf the a; idy 
however, the scope of such additional assistance cannot now ht 
determined. 


Mr. %rague has asked me to tell you that he will appr-? cia 
any suggestions from you, or from the staff nominees a*. to He «cc 
and method of conduct of the inquiry. While final decisions a to
